Sacramento Senate Scene 
By Howard Way 
State Senator, Tulare County 


Here in Sacramento these days 
the record 3.66 billion dollar 1964- 
65 budget is the number one topic 
of conversation. I would like to 
discuss it briefly with you. 

All of us must realize that we 
are faced with many demanding 
and challenging problems here in 
California. Problems caused large- 
ly by our unprecedented popula- 
tion explosion. Our annual bud- 
gets of necessity must grow larg- 
er, but this does not mean that we 
must cast aside frugality and fis- 
cal responsibility. 

It is always difficult, as a mem- 
ber of the minority party, to be 
constructive in appraising a ma- 
jority party position and actions 
without seeming to be partisanly 
critical, but the money contained 
in the 1964-65 budget now under 
study here in Sacramento is money 
that has come from the pockets of 
all of us, Democrats and Republi- 
cans alike, and certainly the pru- 
dent spending of this money is the 
concern of all of us. So I want to 
point up in the remainder of this 
letter what seems to me to be some 
inaccurate and misleading figures. 

The Governor stated in his bud- 
get message: ‘The 1964-65 bud- 
get is soundly balanced and, like

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the last-four, requires no new tax- 
es.” 

You should know that it is bal- 
anced only because of 156.2 mil- 
lion dollars in one-time windfall 
revenues, These revenues occurred 
because of action by the 1963 leg- 
islature which eliminated install- 
ment privileges for payment of 
bank and corporation taxes, and 
also on personal income taxes. Ad- 
ditional funds came from a new 
insurance company tax and a sales 
taxon some food products sold at 
drive-in restaurants, plus a tax on 
meals served by volunteer organ- 
izations. 

The 1963 legislature approved 
the one cent gasoline tax which 
you all pay each time you fill the 
tank. This money of course goes 
into the highway fund but the 
fact remains that it is a new tax. 

Obviously, then, the budget is 
balanced because of the one-time 
windfall revenues and an increas- 
ed tax burden on the California 
citizen. 

The Governor states in his mes- 
sage, ‘‘California ranks 27th among 
the fifty states in state tax burden 
per $100 of personal income.’ 
Factually, if you look at the total 
tax bill and forget the artificial 
separation of state and local gov- 
ernment (both are financed by 
money out of your pocket) this is 
what we find: 

California has the HIGHEST tax 
burden, on a per capita basis, of 
any of the ten ieading industrial 
states! Our taxes amount to 
$149.44 per person. Put this awe- 
some burden on the basis of taxes 
paid per $100 of personal income

Thus you can see that Califor- 
nia is not a state with relatively 
low tax costs, but in reality is one 
with a very high cost of govern- 
ment, 

At this time, then, as we ana- 
lyze this 1964-65 budget, the fol- 
lowing points should be emphasiz- 
ed: 

1. We are spending more than 
we are taking in. This is danger- 
ously irresponsible and can only 
lead to an increased tax burden in 
1965. 

2. The small 8.8 million dollar 
surplus: for next year is mislead- 
ing. It was obtained from one- 
time windfall revenues which can- 
not be repeated. 

3. You, the voters, approved 
some 720 million dollars in new 
bonds in 1963. You will be asked 
this year to approve an additional 
760 million dollars in new borrow- 
ings. 

4. Almost all capital outlay is 
being financed by bond funds. 

5. This means that the bond serv- 
ice costs (almost entirely interest 
on money borrowed) can exceed 
200 million dollars by fiscal 1973- 
74, 

In summary, I: hope that this 
brief discussion of the 1964-65 
budget has not been so packed 
with figures that it has become 
dull and uninteresting. The fiscal 
path which we are to follow in 
the next ten years here in Califor- 
nia as we grapple with the tre- 
mendous problems of growth and 
expansion, should be of real con- 
cern to each of you. 

Space prohibits further discus- 
sion of the budget at this time.

Nancy Newhall has given us, in 
THE ELOQUENT LIGHT, an un- 
forgettable picture of the out- 
standing nature photographer of 
our time, Ansel Adams. This is 
the first volume of a two-volume 
life of Adams, and _ illustrated 
throughout with his marvelous 
photography. The important sub- 
ject of conservation has rarely 
been treated with the skill, nor 
illustrated with the beauty of this 
new book. The creative, construc- 
tive and influential life led by 
Adams makes us agree with Alfred 
Steiglitz, who said: “it is good 
for me to know that there is Ansel 
Adams loose somewhere in _ this 
world of ours.” ; 

This life of Adams is the latest 
in a series of beautiful books the 
Sierra Club has been publishing, 
all dealing in one way or another 
with conservation. The Library 
has the following volumes of this 
series: THIS IS THE AMBRICAN 
EARTH, prepared by Nancy New- 
hall and Ansel Adams, shows the 
wilderness as only Ansel Adams 
could.

OF THE WORLD, with text from 
Thoreau, is again filled with the 
unbelievable color photographs of 
Eliot Porter. THESE WE _ IN- 
HERIT have Ansel Adams photo- 
graphs, and tells us of the park- 
lands of America. ISLAND IN 
TIME by Harold Gilliam shows us 
the beauty and problems of the 
Point Reyes Peninsula. All seven 
of these books are outstanding ex- 
amples of the bookmakers art, in 
binding, paper, type used, .and 
above all in their photography. 

While talking of unusual pho- 
tography, the LIFE OF TUTANK- 
HAMEN, by Christiane Desroches- 
Noblecourt has seventy-five plates 
that are remarkable for color and 
texture.
